EDITOR'S NOTEBOOK— 
Some time ago we took issue 
with 
the National 
Safety 


Council over its practice of 
estimating holiday traffic fa- 
talities. 


Our piece got around a bit—a few 


papers picked up the idea—and we 
also directed our opinions to the 
Associated Press who was pedd- 
ling the Safety Council's propa- 
ganda. 


It was our contention, and still is, 


that the National Safety Council 
and others who promote safety pro- 
Krams, are taking a negative view 
of the whole thing. Instead of mak- 
ing estimates of the holiday carn- 
age and inveighing morbidly when 
fbeir predictions are fulfilled, or 
exceeded, we suggested that they 
busy themselves at the root of the 
problem.

THAT ROOT, we iiiMM. (and 


it Is by no means a new slant) is 
that there are insufficient, and 
mal'designed roadways to ac- 
comodatc the 30 million or more 
«-ar» that attempt to squeeze on 
them during 
holiday 
periods. 


Thus it becomes a logistical prob- 
lem: So many oars at a given 
Hpeed on so many miles of road 
with so many hairpin turns, and 
you wind up with so many citi- 
r.ens in the hospitals or the mor- 
gues. It is really quite simple 
and the National Safety Council 
should take no bows for their 
fairly accurate predictions. In- 
cidentally there's a crackpot fac- 
tor, too. that figure!, in there 
some place. 
What brought this to mind is a 


pre-holiday letter sent to editors 
by the National Safety Council. 


"A few people have told us— 


perhaps you have heard it too— 
that there is a hopli"ss finality 
about our holiday traffic toll pre- 
dictions that is depressing if not 
actually psychologically danger- 
ous. (Eidtor's Note: That's ex- 
actly what we mean.) 
"We believe this isn't true. For 


of course the big purpose in mak- 
ing the estimates, outside of their 
news value, (Editor's Note: Add 
"publicity value" also) is to bring 
about extra care over the holidays 
that make the actual tolls far less 
than our estimates. We regard this 
estimate as a positive and con- 
structive force for safety—certain- 
ly not us a guessing game. 
if 


"Can you help us in this by em- 


phasizing in your holiday traffic 
stories the fact that our estimate 
is not a forecast of doom, but mere- 
ly a yardstick to point out the 
danger that does exist unless the 
people decide to do something 
about it?"

NATURALLY WE'LL do our best, 


well-knowing that 
the average

aware of what he's up against. 


But we reserve our judgement 


on these warnings. It is our opinion 
' that traffic problems must be .tack- 
led objectively through other chan-

Harry Kable, Mt. Morris Publisher, Dies 
Co-Founder 
Of Firm Is 
Oead at 71 
Saw Printing Plant 
Grow to $2,000,000 
Publishing Industry 


MT. MORRIS—Harry G. 


Kable, 71, co-founder of Ka- 
ble Printing Co. here and for 
many years prominent in Mt. 
Morris affairs, died at 4 a. m. 
today in his home from a 
heart ailment. 


Mr. Kable had been ill one week. 


He suffered a heart attack last 
Tuesday in his home. 


Mr. Kable and his twin brother, 


Harvey, founded the printing com- 
pany in 1904. It was incorporated 
as Kable Bros. & Rittenhouse Co. 


S2.000.000 Plant 


The firm experienced a contin- 


ued and rapid growth since found- 
ing, and the original 
investment 


has been reported to have reach- 
ed more 
than 
$2,000,000 
today. 


Mr. Kable had been president of 
the company for many years. 


Six years before the 
brothers 


started the printing company they 
bought the Mt. Morris 
Index, a 


weekly paper, at the age of 18. 


Mr. Kable had learned the print- 


ing'trade working in the Mt. Mor- 
ris News and Brethren Publishing 
house plants while his brother at- 
tended the former Mt. Morris col- 
lege for two years after 
being 


graduated from public schools at 
Mt. Morris. 


Mr. Kable also founded the Ka- 


ble News Co., a 
magazine dis- 


tributing agency, in 1932. He later 
sold it to Samuel Campbell. 


Wrote Histories 


Mr. Kable wrote several 
his- 


tories of the Mt. Morris area dur- 
ing his life as a hobby, and until 
his death wrote a column, "By- 
gone Days of Mt.-Morris," in the 
Index, of which he was publisher. 


He was born at Lanark, July 15. 


1880, to John and Elizabeth Kable. 
The family, moved to Mt. Morris 
from Lanark in 1882, where the 
father 
engaged 
in the 
carpet- 


weaving business. 


Harvy Kable died in 1S31. Until 


his death, the brothers had a 
unique plan of exchanging jobs in 
the printing plant on the first day 
of each year. 


Mr. Kable and his brother or- 


ganized, maintained and played in 
the present Kable band for more 
than 35 years. Organizer of the

Wide Range of Weather 
Is Pattern for Nation

'The nation was offered this 
patchwork 
summer 
pattern of 


weather for today. 


Hot in a scorched Midwest, 


warm but pleasant in the North- 
east, thundershowers in parts of 
the South and Gulf regions, cool 
in sections of the Far West, scat- 
tered showers in the Rockies. 


Weather bureau predictions of 


temperatures in the 90s, possibly 
in the 100s, presented the prospect 
of a continued heat wave for Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee. Missouri. Okla- 
homa, and Kansas. 


Southern Gulf regions also were 


expected to remain hot. Partly 


cloudy skies were forecast 
for 


much of the Southeast. 


But relatively dry weather in 


the 80s was the outlook for the 
Northeast. However, the prediction 
was for warmer and more humid 
days at the end of the week. 


Tuesday's continued heat raised 


the death toll to 22 in two hot 
weeks in Tennessee. Sweltering St. 
Louis saw its three-day heat toll 
cbmb to 59 deaths. 


Across the nation in cool Cali- 


fornia, Los Angeles reported its 
chilliest early July morning with 
a 54 degree temperature on the 
first day of the month. The North- 
west also was cool. 


Truman

Tuesday night for one of his rare 
appearances in the South. 


In addition to his major address 


today, he will make a whistle stop 
talk* from the back platform of his 
train at Batesville this afternoon 
en route to Newport, where he 
will board his plane for a flight 
back to Washington.

port before he departs.

Congress Report Blames 
Reds for Katyn Massacre 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— A con- 


grcssional report today officially 
charges Russia with killing 15,000 
Polish officers 12 years ago. 


This, said Rep. O'Konski (R- 


\Vis) was the unanimous verdict of 
p. special house committee which 
heard 150 witnesses in this coun- 
try and Europe while probing the 
1940 Polish massacre in Katyn 
Forest, near Smolensk, Russia. 


The report was prepared for 


presentation to -the house today or 
Thursday. It may include specific 
recommendations considered by 
the committee for "appropriate 
action" against the Russians by 
the United Nations Assembly and 
tho World Court and for intern*- 


Uonal investigation of any other 
Soviet atrocities. 


The Polish officers disappeared 


in 
1940 
from 
Russian 
prison 


camps. Three years later German 
authorities discovered crude graves 
at Katyn Forest from which 4,25& 
bodies were exhumed. 


The Nazis immediately claimed 


the Russians were responsible. 
Moscow replied that the Germans 
had killed the Poles after captur- 
ing the Smolensk area.

Georgia contest could set a pat- 
tern for settling disputes in fiva 
other states with 50 delegates at 
stake. 


As today's battle began, the Taft 


forces seemed to be in command.

The fust of these layers is just 


the air a few miles up.

Pegler Recalls Gen. Eisenhower's Statements to 


Soviet Press in Moscow

On Aug. 14. 1945, during General Eisenhower's visit to Moscow as 


the honored guest of the Soviet government, which held a great pa- 
rade ot athletes for him, the general gave an interview to the re- 
porters ot the Soviet press. The New York Times covered this as a 
routine, minor piece of news. 


The item said: "At the conference for representatives of the 


Soviet press General Dwight D. Eisenhower said today, 'I see nothing 
n the future that would prevent Russia and the United States from 


being the closest possible friends. If we are really 
going to be friends, we really must understand each 
other a bit. One thing we must keep in mind. In 
our country, under the principles governing our af- 
fairs, there is no censorship of the press. Occa- 
sionally, some portion of that press gives me th« 
devil. Occasionally, they are going to give you the 
devil. All I suggest to you is that we all keep our 
sense of values and not be upset by the lies or prop- 
aganda of a few crackpots.' " 


These remarks were made while some Ameri- 
^^^^^ ^^ 
can ^officers and bureaucrats still suffered in the 


Wntkrenk enui~ 
sweet agony of their crush on Russia. The whol« 


Roosevelt administration was guilty and Roosevelt's individual guilt 
was the worst of all for obvious reasons. It- is a strange, indeed a 
ghastly fact, in view of the events since, that many American soldier* 
of the highest patriotism were taken in. 


But General Omar Bradley makes the confession in his memoir* 


which makes him seem to be a man of adamant stupidity. He did 
not distrust Russia. He admitted this in his book, written after the 
shooting was all over, when he might have covered up. 


Now we find the worst of the dupes daring to invite votes for him- 


self as a. candidate for the Democratic nomination. I refer to Averell 
Eiarriman, the chief of lend-lease and, for a time, our ambassador in 
Moscow. 
Harriman and his military administrator of lend-lease in 


Russia, General John R. Dean, were guests with Ike at the grand re- 
view in Moscow. 


It must be said for Deane that 
n his own book called "Strange 
Alliance" he makes a persuasive 
record of vigorous resentment of 
the Soviet arrogance and selfish- 
ness toward its benefactors. 
Ap- 


parently. Deane had kept Wash- 
ington well informed of the in- 
jratitude, suspicion and enmity of 
:he Soviet government long before 


others complained of the Soviet's 
secrecy in intelligence 
matters 


and it is plain beyond any ques- 
tion that f no really alert officer 
could reasonably think the Krem- 
lin was playing fair with us. But 
lie got no results. Roosevelt and 
Hopkins threw down their own 
country. 


Elliott Roosevelt wrote that even 


after Ike had been made com- 
mander of the whole show. he. El- 
liott, returning to London from a 
state visit to Moscow, found Ike 
almost destitute of knowledge of 
the Russian army and eager for 
the little trifles 01 undigested in- 
formation that could be wheedled 
out of the president's son. 


Within the week of the great 


Eisenhower gala in Moscow, the 
New York Times reported, under 
the head. "Ike Hails Russ Amity." 
that Eisenhower said he had had 
the pleasantest relations with the 
Russians from the beginning. That 
estimate 
is not consistent with 


others but that was his story. He 
also said he was surprised to see 


and fatherly Stalin 
how benign 
looked. 


About a month after Eisenhow- 


er's interview with the Russian 
press, the Detroit Times published 
a letter .from William Randolph 
Hearst to his old friend, John 
Francis Neylan, of San Francisco, 
who had called his attention to 
certain developments among our 
military bosses in Europe. 


Mr. Hearst's letter said: 
"Recently, General Eisenhower 


visited Russia—on invitation. He 
was wined and dined and dec- 
orated and honored in every pos- 
sible way. He, of course, deserved 
it all. He had done more than any 
other man to save Russia from 
disaster. Russia owed him every- 
thing . He owed Russia nothing. 
The decorations were mere bau- 
bles, 
compared with the 
vital 


services he had rendered Russia. 


"But when he left Russia, laden 


with honors, he seemed to feel if 
necessary to show his gratitude in 
assailing the American free press 


for its criticism of Russian diplo- 
macy and duplicity. 


"He called the journals which 


were critical of Russia 'crack- 
pots.' He did not attack the Rus- 
sian press for its bitter tirades 
against 
American 
'capitalistic 


democracy.' There was naturally 
no need for him to do so. 
But 


there was distinctly less need for 
him to assail the American free 
press for conscientiously perform- 
ing its plain duty to its own peo- 
ple in accordance with democratic 
ideals. Something warped General 
Eisenhower's usually good judg- 
ment." 


About the same time, on Aug. 


12. at Long Beach, Calif., Herbert 
Hoover observed his birthday with 
a speech in which he said that 
Communism was sweeping Europe 
and was beginning to sweep Asia. 
Prayer for 


O God. this day we would lay Is 


thy hands all that we have and all 
that we are. May our wills be ut- 
terly possessed by thy will. Help 
us to prove before men, in peace 
and joy, in patience and humility, 
that in thee we live and move and 
have our being. We pray in the 
name of Jesus Christ, our Lord. 
Amen.

If a person took water into the 


body in the form 
of drinking 


water, milk or food, an aveiage 
of only two quarts a day, he or 
she would have consumed 12,775 
gallons by the age of 70. 


This is a lot of water, and we 


take very much 
for 
granted, 


though the person lost in a desert, 
the shipwrecked sailor, 
or 
the 


aviator downed at sea has a better 
idea of the importance of this vital 
element to life. Without it human 
beings can stay alive for only a 
short time. 


Water is lost from the body by 


evaporation from the akin in the 
form of perspiration and from the 
lungs with each outward breath. 
It is lost also in the urine, in the 
Intestinal waste, and in the saliva. 


An average sited man carrying 


on a light occupation in a tem- 
perate climate loses about two and 
one-half quarts per day. Of this 
loss about one and one-half quarts 
in in the urine, one-half quart from 
evaporation from the skin, and the 
rest In other ways. 


Tht amount of water lo»t by way 


of akin and lungs depends on the 
temperature of the atmosphere, the 
amount of muscular effort and 
th« moisture in the air. With vio- 
lent exercise, the water loss in 


perspiration is enormously increas- 
ed and in hot climates may be 
around three quails a day. 


Nearly three-fourths of the body's 


weight is water. Fatty tissue and 
bone are lowest in water content. 
The liquid part of blood is W parts 
water and the cells contain well 
over one-half water. The muscles 
are made up of more than three- 
fourths water. 


The ordinary person under nor- 


mal conditions has no great trou- 
ble with water because if the losa 
speeds up, it is made up by drink- 
ing more. 
NEED TO MAKE UP LOSS 


However, dehydration 
or 
ex- 


cessive loss of water 
may 
de- 


velop as a result of several symp- 
toms associated with a variety of 
diseases such &s persistent vomit- 
ing, prolo/iged diarrhea, abnormal 
sweating, or excretion of large 
quantities of urine. In such cases 
it is frequently necessary to make 
up the water loss by giving fluids 
to sick persons by injection or by 
other routes.

fered 
from some disease which 


has raiTscd us to lose too much 
water are lucky indeed.

ready been decontrolled. 


Rent contiols can be jetamed 


if the local community wants them 
And anyway, in spite of controls 
rents, in general, have gone steadi- 
ly but slowly higher since the war. 


Most of the effect of the new 


law will be concentrated, as in 
the past, on raw materials—chiefly 
metals—that are in short supply 
and therefore allocated to defense 
industries. But even here, the end 
of many of these scarcities is in 
sight. 


Inflation Lessens 


But the chances of prices using 


again soon seem slight to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York. 
It says in a study released this 
week: 
"Inflationary 
pleasures 


seem to have receded for the pres- 
ent throughout most of the world. 
Prices are once again being tested 
by consumer resistance."
